We mentioned a short time ago that 
tho author of "Ginx's Baby" has boon

The fir.st fiCM.sion of tho Third Parlia- 
inout of tho Domiiiioii of Canada was 
opened on tho 2l)tli ult. aocornpauied by 
iho usual formolitiea.

Dorin, who spoko in Fronoh. Mr. Ang- 
lin, having been unanimously oloctod.waB 
conducted to tho chair, and acknowledg- 
ed in fitting terms tho honor done him 
and expressing conlldouceof support and 
indulgence from both sides of the House. 
Mr. Mackonzio, having moved an adjonru- 
mentof the House, Sir John Macdonald
